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PREFACE. 


'Mv.  Paul  l]ourget  laughs  at  the  iVniericans,  hecause  they  desire 
to  know  who  wei-e  their  yraudfathers.  Lut  him  laugh.  The  desire 
is  the  indication  of  a  wish  to  escape  the  unrest  of  x\merican  life. 
All  intelligent  people  instinctively  feel  that,  in  a  world  where  every 
thing  changes — residence,  fortune,  occupation,  friends — one  thing 
can  not  change,  namely,  one's  })lace  in  the  social  organization  as 
shown  hy  one's  hiilh  and  family  connections.  Nor  is  the  knowl- 
edge of  one's  family  any  less  important  in  a  republic  than  where 
rank  is  recognized.  Indeed,  it  is  in  a  sense  mt)re  impoitant.  Its 
piM)si)L!('tive  is  i;veii  grcatei'  than  its  prcs(,'nt  utiht}' ;  and,  if  the 
rec(n-(l  is  not  now  nnide  up,  while  the  country  is  still  young,  while 
the  traditions  of  the  elders  are  fresh  in  our  recollection  and  the 
ramihcations  of  relationship  are  not  yet  too  multiplied  to  be  man- 
ageable, th(3  origin  of  American  families  must  be  forever  lost  to 
those  who  come  afli;r  us.  I'ls[)ecially  are  we  concerned  to  know 
how  our  life  is  comieeted  with  the  life  of  the  nations  from  which 
our  ancestoi-s  emigrated,  and  what  is  the  precise  admixture  of  blood 
in  our  hereditary  c<nnposition.  The  interest  in  genealogical  re- 
search, undej-  existing  (.'onditions,  in  the  United  States,  is  therefore 
not  only  natural  but  eommendabb;.  The  notion  that  this  interest 
has  its  origin  in  a  desire  to  estaldish  a  claim  to  superior  considera- 
tion on  the  ground  of  inherited  rank,  is  altsurd.  It  rests  in  fact 
upon  family  affection,  which  is  no  less  strong  in  the  humble  than 
in  the  great. 

This  record  of  one  family  is,  as  will  be  seen,  an  international  re- 
cord, and  in  that  respect  it  is  somewhat  unique.     It  is  believed  to 
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be  exceptionally  complete.  In  its  preparation  the  author  has  had 
posterity  in  mind,  and  he  cherishes  the  liopo  that  its  publication 
will  have  the  effect  of  stimulating  the  younger  members  of  the 
family  to  greater  emulation  in  the  effort  to  achieve  nobility  of 
character.  For,  where  rank  does  not  exist,  the  only  eartlily  honor 
is  in  self-conquest  and  achievement.  The  consciousness  that  the 
conduct  of  each  individual  member  of  a  family  necessarily  reilects 
credit  or  discredit  upon  all  its  meml)ers,  is  a  powerful  stimulant  to 
integrity  and  i)urity  of  life.  The  past  we  can  not  alter,  but  the 
future  is  measurably  in  our  control,  and  our  motto  must  be,  Ad 
astra  per  aspera. 

The  family  of  which  a  list  is  given  in  this  pamphlet  is  not  the 
only  family  of  thu  same  name  in  the  United  States;  but  the  con- 
nection, if  any,  between  this  and  tlie  others  can  not  be  traced. 
They  may  be  connected  through  some  remote  ancestor  in  Eng- 
land. There  were  Stansburys  here  for  at  least  a  century  before 
Joseph  Stansbury  landed  in  Philadelphia  in  17(17.  Some  of  them 
can  be  named,  as  follows :

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he  left  Montreal,  June  2G,  1750,  for  Fort  St.  Frederick,  Presum- 
ably this  is  the  same  person  reported  as  a  member  of  Col.  John 
Parker's  company,  on  an  expedition  to  Ticonderoga,  who  was  miss- 
ing, and  probably  killed,  at  Sal^bath  J)ay  Point,  July  2G,  1757.

General  Tobias  E.  Stansbury,  born  in  1  T."!},  was  Speaker 
of  the  Maryland  Jlouse  of  Delegates,  Brigadier-General  of  Militia 
in  the  War  of  LSI  2  against  England,  and  commanded  a  brigade 
HI  the  battle  of  I'ladensburg  and  the  defence  of  Baltimore.  lie 
died  in  Baltimore  county,  October  25,  ISI*,),  {Drake's  Dictionary 
oj  American  Biographii,  p.  SGO). 

.     Adonijah   Stansbury,  of  Delaware,  was  a  loyalist  in  the

Philip  Slansbui-}',  born  at  New  York,  1S02,  (erroneously  stated 
by  Ai)i>leton  to  have  been  a  son  of  Joseph  Stansbury,  of  Philadel- 
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phia),  was  author  of  "A  Pedestrian  Tour  of  Two  Tliousaiul  Throe 
TLuulrcil  I\riles  in  North  America,  to  the  Lakes,  the  Canadas,  and 
the  New  England  States,"  published  in  New  York,  in  1822,  which 
was  caustically  handled  b}^  Edward  Everett  in  the  North  American 
lleview.     lie  died  about  1S70. 

AVilliam  Stansberry,  born  in  Essex  couiity,  N.  J.,  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  Ohio,  1827-1 S33,  where  a  personal 
assault  was  made  upon  him  by  Gen.  Sam  Houston,  of  Texas,  for 
words  uttered  in  debate. 

James  B.  Stansbury  was  a  Director  of  the  Baltimore  and  Sus- 
quehanna Railroad,  1S29.      {Schar/'s  Cliroiiicli's,  p.  431.) 

John  E.  Stansbury  was  I^Iayor  of  Baltimore  in  1849. 

Smith  Stansbury,  born  in  Louisiana,  was  appointed  cadet,  from 
Maryland,  at  West  Point,  1837;  commissioned,  1S4] ,  brevet  Sec- 
ond Lieutenant  of  Ordnance,  U.  S.  X. ;  resigned,  1844;  clerk  in 
a  Baltimore  banking  house,  1S4S-18G1;  served  in  the  Confeder- 
ate Army,  during  the  Civil  War;  died,  ISGl,  at  St.  John's,  N.  B. 

Henry  Stanbery,  born  at  New  York,  February  20,  1803,  was  a 
son  of  Dr.  Jonas  Stanbery,  who  removed  from  New  Y'ork  to  Zanes- 
ville,  0.,  in  1814.  Pie  was  made  Attorney-General  of  the  L'nited 
States  in  18G6,  and  acted  as  counsel  for  President  Andrew  John- 
son, when  an  attempt  was  made  to  impeach  him  before  the  Senate. 
He  was  an  eminent  member  of  the  Ohio  bar,  and  resided  at  Cin- 
cinnati, where  he  died,  18S1. 

The  existence  of  more  than  one  Stansbury  family  in  England  is 
shown  by  the  following  extract  from  the  Encyclopedia  of  Heraldry  : 

'*  Stanuehy.    Tor  pule  argeut  and  or,  a  lion  rampant,  sable. 

"  Stanbxjry  or  Stanberie.  tStanberi  in  MorwinstoAV,  County  of  Cornwall; 
the  heiress  of  the  ehler  line  m.  Manning;  a  younger  branch  was  of  West 
Stanberie,  and  another  of  ClitT;  Ttlcliard  Stanberie,  bishop  of  Hereford,  was 
a  younger  son  of  tliis  family).  Per  pale  azure  and  or,  a  lion  rampant, 
countcrchanged:   crescent,  a  lion  rampant. 

"  Stanbuby.  Per  i)alo  argent  and  or,  a  lion  passant,  between  three 
torteaux. 

"  SxANiiUiiY  or  Stf.vnbuky.  Per  pale  argent  ;ind  or,  a  lion  rampant,  per 
fess  gules  and  s:iblt>." 
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Tho  similarity  in  those  coats  of  arms  is  striking.  The  four 
shiehls  arc  divided  ]ier  pale,  that  is,  perpendicularly;  three  of 
them  are  argent  and  or,  the  fourth  azure  and  or;  three  of  them 
have  a  lion  rampant,  the  fourth  a  lion  passant.  One  of  the  lions 
is  sahh;,  one  counteichanged.  One  shield  bears  in  addition  to  a 
lion  three  torteaux,  and  one  is  divided  both  i)er  pale  and  per  fess. 
The  near  resemblance,  however,  suggests  the  probability  of  a  blood 
connection  between  the  four  families. 

The  largo  family  of  Stansburys  in  the  United  States  not  con- 
nected, so  far  as  known,  with  the  American  descendants  of  John 
of  Leominster,  is  probably  a  branch  of  the  Steynburys  mentioned 
above.  They  have  a  tradition  that  they  are  of  Cxerman  origin, 
and  that  their  (Icrnian  name  was  Steinberg.  Trof.  Jiecompense 
Stanbery,  of  Dallas,  Texas,  had,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  collected 
a  mass  of  material  concerning  them,  numbering  several  thousand 
names,  which,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  may  be  published  at  some  future 
day.  They  trace  back  to  Jonas  Stanbery,  wliose  tomb  is  in  Lon- 
don. It  is  said  that  two  hundred  of  his  descendants  were  in  the 
Federal  Army  during  the  Civil  War. 

There  ia  a  post-ofiice  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  named  Stan- 
berie ;  and  one  named  Stanberry,  in  Gentry  county,  Missouri.

J(jlin  Stanberie,  whoso  uiime  i3  iu  the  "Historic  Peerage  of  Eng- 
knul,"  was  Coiitessor  to  King  Henry  tiie  Sixth,  and  tlie  Ihst  I'lijvost  of 
Eton.  He  was  consecrated  i^isliop  of  Bangor,  May  1,  lliS;  translated 
to  the  see  of  Hereford,  February  7,  U51;  and  died.  May  11,  li7i.  The 
following  sketch  of  his  life  is  talien  from  "  The  Wortliies  of  England:" 

'•John  Stanbery  was  (saith  Bale  out  of  Lcland)  in  Occidtnlali  Reijni 
2nirte  iniluH.  But,  the  UV.s/ern  inirts  being  a  icitle  Pffn'.s/i,  thanks  to 
our  Authour,  who  hath  particularized  the  i)]ace  of  his  nativity,  viz.,  the 
Fiirin  uf  Church  hill,  within  the  Parish  of  Brattou  or  Broad  Town,  in 
this  county  (Devonshire),  where  some  of  his  name  and  kindred  remain 
at  this  day.  He  was  bred  a  Carmelite  in  Oxford,  and  became  generally 
as  learned  as  any  of  his  Order,  deserving  all  the  dignity  which  the 
University  did  i:)r  could  confer  upon  him.  King  Henry  the  Sixth 
highly  favoured  and  nnule  him  the  hrst  Provost  of  Eton,  being  much 
ruled  by  his  advice;  in  ordering  that  his  new  Foundation.  He  was  \)y 
the  King  designed  liishop  of  Norwich;  but  "\Villi;uu  dc  la  Pole,  Duke 
of  Sullolk  wscc  the  presumption  of  a  proud  Favourite,  or  Miniun 
latlicr)  got  it  from  him  for  his  own  Chaplain;  and  StanJjerj'  was  forced 
to  stay  his  stomack  on  the  poor  Bishoprick  of  Bangor,  till,  anno  MJ3, 
he  was  advanced  Bi.shop  of  Hereford.  Fcland  d<jth  condemn  him  for 
hi.s  over-ctuupiiancc  with  the  Pope  iU  all  his  intoUerable  taxes;  and 
otiitrs  commciiil  him  as  much  lov  his  l\di:iily  to  hisMaster  King  Henry, 
\\liom  he  ilesi-rtLil  not  in  all  his  advcrsit;^';  so  that  this  Hisliop  was 
taken  iirisoncr  in  the  Battail  of  Northami)ton.  Saynottothis  Pre- 
late, as  Eliab  to  David,  'Why  earnest  thou  down  hitherV  with  whom 
hast  thou  left  tho.se  few  sheep  in  the  ^\  ilderiiesse  V  1  know  the  pride 
and  the  malice  of  thy  heart,  for  thou  art  come  down  to  see  the  Battail.' 
I'iir,  Stanbery  being  Confessor  to  King  Henry,  he  was  tyed  by  his 
Oalh  to  such  pers()nal  attendance.  After  long  durance  in  Warwick 
Castle,  ho  Avas  set  at  libertj';  and,  dying  anno  1-171,  was  buried  in  the 
Convent  of  Caiiuelites  at  Lndlow;  where  his  barbarous  and  tedious 
l^piiaph  (ill  suiting  with  the  Authourof  such  learned  and  pithy  Books) 
is  not  wuiLli  the  inserting."

His  name  is  -iven  in  the  "Worthies  of  Devon"  in  the  Ile-rald's  Office, 
London,  as  Jiielnird,  i>ut  lliis  mast  Ik;  an  error.  It  will  be  observed, 
however,  that  the  Encyclopedia  of  Ileraklry,  iiuoted  in  the  Preface, 
falls  into  the  same. 

This  learned  and  liberal  Birthop  built  n  cliupel  called  by  his  name, 
and  had  his  arms  sculptured  upon  the  walls  in  five  dili'erent  places, 
u]ion  shields,  namely;  Within  a  bordure,  two  chevrons  en^'railed  be- 
tween three'  mullets,  two  in  chief,  one  in  base,  oppi^site  to  the  chapel 
is  his  tomb--an  altar  of  alabaster  surrouiuhnl  by  an  ii-on  railing;  ai'li.xed 
to  the  wall  is  a  brass  with  a  Latin  inscription  in  quaint  medieval  text. 
He  is  represented,  both  in  the  chai)el  and  on  the  tomb,  in  a  recumbent 
posture,  iu  his  Episcopal  robe.s,  with  a  mitre  upon  his  head.  Tlie  c(j1- 
ors  on  his  armorial  bearings  have  faded  out.  The  tomb  is  on  the 
right  side  of  the  main  altar,  in  the  Cathedral  of  Hereford.  Two  en- 
gravings by  Uasire,  from  drawings  by  Carter,  in  lolio,  of  the  Stans- 
berry  chapel  have  been  published,  of  which  one  is  an  interior  view, 
while  the  othei  .shows  the  arms  upon  the  wall  and  the  el'Iigies  upon 
the  tomb. 

Another  (manuscript)  account  represents  him  as  having  been  born 
at  Barnstaple.  lie  was  the  son  of  Walter  Stanberie,  of  Stanberie,  in 
the  parish  of  Morewinstow  at  the  northern  extremity  of  the  county  of 
Cornwall.  Morewinstow  is  a  village  of  1,000  or  1,2(10  inhabitants, 
twxmty  miles  from  Bideford  and  six  miles  from  Stratton.  Stanberie  is 
now  a  farmhouse.  The  pedigree  of  the  family  was,  in  1SG7,  iu  posses- 
sion of  the  Itev.  H.  atansbury,  rector  of  Hinton  St.  George. 

The  heire.'^s  who  married  a  Manning  (see  Encj-clopedia  of  Heraldry) 
•was  the  daughter  and  only  child  of  John  (V)  Stanberie,  eldest  brother  of 
the  Bishop  (?) ;  this  line  is  now  extinct.  The  descending  Hue  of  William 
Stanberie,  fourth  brother  of  John  aforesaid,  is  traceable  to  the  year 
1G'20,  the  date  of  the  last  visitation  of  the  king-at-arms.  It  is  claimed 
that  John  Stansbury  of  Leominster  was  a  descendant  of  William,  but 
there  is  an  unfilled  gap  of  half  a  century  between  the  two  ;  this  belief 
seems  to  rest  upon  a  family  tradition.

SARAH  STANSBURY.  Born  in  Loiulon,  1737.  Married  William 
Triekett.  Emigrated  to  America  ahout  1770,  and  settled  in 
Philadel]ihia,  where  her  husband  opened  a  stationery  shop  in 
Front  street,  opposite  the  London  Coffee-Hoiise.  He  died  in 
1782,  and  his  widow  was  taken  by  her  brother  Joseph  to  his 
house,  and  remained  a  member  of  his  family  until  her  death, 
Avhich  occurred  in  1809.  She  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  of  the 
Baptist  church  in  Gold  street,  New  York.     No  issue. 

MARY  STANSBIJiiY.  Born  in  London,  1739.  Married  John  or 
Thomas  Collins,  of  London,  whom  she  survived.  Died  at  the 
age  of  78  years. 

JOSl'^l'lI  STANSBURY.  Rom  in  London,  January  9,  1742. 
Afarried,  April  2,  1705,  in  St.  Vedast  church,  in  London, 
Sarah  Ogier,  daughter  of  Abraham  Ogier  and  Martha  Tur- 
quand.  Embarked,  August  11,  1707,  in  the  Jane  and  llenrii, 
Captain  Spiarks,  for  America,  and  landed,  Octcd^er  11,  at 
l'hilad('l[)hia.  Died,  November  9,  I  809,  at  New  York.  Duried 
in  Saint  I'aul's  ciiurcliyard,  l^ruadway. 

Joseph   Sfansbury  opened  a  shop  for  the  sale  of  imported 
china,  in  Philadelphia,  at  the  corner  of  Second  and  Market 
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streets.  Tie  revisited  l^higlaiul  twice — in  i\ray,  1773,  and  De- 
cember, 17S3.  Ill  the  War  of  American  liidiqjendcnce  liu  was 
a  loyalist,  and  was  twice  thrown  into  prison.  Jn  J7SU,  he 
was  ordered,  in  common  with  all  other  loyalists,  to  retire 
within  the  Jjritish  lines,  and  went  to  New  York,  where  his 
family  folhjwed  him.  lie  was  there  a  ^'reat  social  favorite, 
and  a  writer  of  light  tory  verse,  under  the  noin  dc  plume  of 
Itoderick  Uandom.  Some  of  his  poetical  effusions  may  be  found 
in'Mjoyal  Verses  of  Joseph  Stansburyand  ])r.  Jonathan  OdLdl," 
by  Winthrop  Sargent,  (Albany,  N.  Y.,  ISG(J).  In  June,  1783, 
supposing  it  then  safe,  he  returned  to  Philadelphia  and  runted 
a  cottage  for  his  family  at  Moorestown,  N.  J.,  but  was  again 
arrested  and  committed  to  the  Burlington  jail,  whence  he  was 
released,  in  nine  days,  on  condition  of  leaving  the  state, 
which  he  did,  August  13,  for  Nova  Scotia.  He  returned  to 
New  Y'ork  in  October,  and  sailed  in  December,  for  England, 
where  he  remained,  leaving  his  family  at  ?^Ioorestown,  until  the 
close  of  tlio  war,  wlieii  he  again  oi)ened  a  china  store;  in 
l'hiladul[)hia,  and  transferred  his  family  to  that  city,  where 
they  resided  on  Second  street.  In  jNIay,  1793,  they  all  re- 
moved to  New  York,  where  he  was  secretary  of  the  United 
Insurance  Comiiany,  4'J  Wall  street,  until  his  death. 

In  the  reunsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  5,  and  in  the  Colonial 
Pioeord,  Vol.  1  1,  may  be  found  an  account  of  his  lirst  arrest 
and  release,  in  1770.  At  a  meeting  of  respectable  citizens  at 
the  Indian  (,)ue(m,  on  Fourth  St.,  Nov.  25,  177G,  "]\Ir.  Smith 
attended,  and  Informed  that  he  thinks  Jos.  Stansbury  sang 
God  Save  the  King  in  his  house*,  and  a,  numlter  of  i)ersonH 
present  bore  him  chorus,  on  the  ir)th  Oct.,  I77(i."  His  arrest 
followed,  Nov.  30.  On  the  Gth  December,  Mr.  Stansbury  wrote 
from  the  "New  Jail"  to  the  Council  of  Safety,  protesting  that 
he  had  been  made  prisoner  in  his  dwelling-bouse  by  a  num- 
ber of  una  iitliori/.ed  persons,  after  having  been  already  ix- 
umined  and  dismissed  by  the  Council  :  liu  asserted  his  inno- 
cense  of  this  ebarge,  and  .ap[)ealed  tu  tbe  Council  for  protec- 
tion in  his  liberty  and  ])roperty.  A  second  ami  more  urgent 
ap[)eal  is  dated  December  K'.  On  the  same  day  a  commit- 
tee of  six  was  ai)[)oiiited  to  examine  him  and  the  other  ])ersons 
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holil  on  the  same  charge.  On  the  18th  Pccemljev,  lie  was 
discharged  conditionally  :  he  was  required  to  confine  himself 
to  his  own  dwelling,  and  to  hind  himself  "to  hold  no  corres- 
pondoneo  with,  or  give  any  intolligeneo  to,  tlu;  i'lnemies  of  the 
Unitetl  Status  of  America,  nor  do  anything  that  will  he  any 
wa\s  prejudicial  to  this  State  or  to  any  of  the  United  States 
America."  This  ohligation  he  took.  When  ilowc  captured 
Philadelphia,  it  is  said  that  he  made  Mr.  Stanshury  Captain 
of  the  Watch.  The  statement,  in  the  ^^ott  (ienealogy,  that 
he  was  a  soldier  and  paymaster  in  the  British  Army  does  nut 
appear  to  have  any  foundation  ;  and  the  statement  that,  when 
the  city  was  reca})tured,  he  fled  to  ".Morristown,"  is  prohahly 
an  error,  growing  out  of  the  similarity  in  sountl  hetween  Mor- 
ristown  and  Moorestown.  lie  was,  however,  in  1780,  again 
in  custody,  and  the  Agent  for  hlstatcs  was  ordered,  Novemher 
27,  to  make  an  inventory  of  his  })roperty,  evidently  with  the 
intention  to  confiscate  the  same.  On  the  13th  Deceraher,  his 
petition  for  permission  to  retire  within  the  lines  of  the  enemy 
was  rejected  hy  the  Supreme  Executive  Council,  "so  far  as  it 
respects  his  going  to  New  York."  But  he  was  given  permis- 
sion, Decemher  18,  to  go  to  New  York,  "on  coiulition  that  he 
go  immediately,  and  use  his  utmost  endeavors  to  have  Ahijah 
Wright  and  Caspar  Geyer,  now  prisoners  on  Long  Island,  re- 
leased and  permitted  to  return  home,  and  that  he  will  not  do 
anything  injurious  to  the  United  States."  His  effects  were 
restored  to  him,  and  he  was  liherat(  d.  A  ])ass  was  granted, 
Jauuai-y  8,  1781,  to  his  wile,  for  litrs(df,  six  children,  and  a 
servant  maid,  with  their  clothing,  hedding,  etc.  [Colonial 
Ilicords,  pp.  554,  5GS,  573,  595.)

Mid-thii  iTuriiuunil)  Oyier  inherited  an  annuity  left  lier  by  her 
grandmoih.'r,  .Mrs.  Marin.  She  was  but  eighteen  years  old  \shen 
she  married,  and  had  twelve  children:  Janu's,  I'aul,  Leonard,  and 
six  others  died  young;  the  three  survivors  were  Lydia,  ^\ln>  married 
]\rr.  Pye,  a  iandscajje  painter,  engraver,  and  drawing-nnister ;  Sarah, 
wire  nnirried  Joseph  Stansbury  ;  Joshua,  who  succeeiled  iiis  father, 
Abraham  Ogier,  as  notary  in  Topcs-liead  Alley,  Cornhill.  Martlia, 
the  mother,  died  when  Joshua  was  fourteen  months  old,  aud  he  wa.s 
reared  mainly  by  his  elder  sister  Sarah,  who  was  the  fourth  child. 
Joshua's  wife's  name  was  Sarah  Sophia  Charlotte,  who  is  n(jt  known 
to  have  left  any  issue. 

Th(!  name  Ugier  is  one  of  the  oldest  in   France.     Ogier  le  Danois 
(Ogier  the  Dane),  a  paladin  of  Churlemague  and  a.ssociate  of  Itoland,  is 
one  of  the  legendary  heroes  whose  adventures  were  sung  by  the  ancient 
troubadours  of  Nornnxndy.     Adenez,  in  tlie  thirteenth  century,  wrote  a 
metrical  romance  entitled  "L'  enfauce  d'  Ogier  le  iJanois."     Avery  rare 
old   French   poi'ui  is  called  "Les  Visions  d' Oger  dans  le  la.yaulme  de 
Faerie."     Ariosto  alludes  to  him  repeateiily  ;  once  in  the  lines 
Fuor  cho  r  eluH),  die  fu  del  Ke'  Mambrino, 
Che  piji'ta  Uggier  Uauese  I'aladino.

LYDIA  IMIILADELPHIA  STANSHIIRY.  Born,  Eebruary  23, 
1775,  at  Philadelphia.  Married,  Ai)ril  27,  1795,  Robert 
Mott,  of  Mamaroneck,  N.  Y.  This  marriage  was  opposed  by 
James  Mott,  her  husband's  fatlier,  who  was  a  sturdy  Quaker, 
on  the  ground  that  she  belonged  to  a  fashionable  family.  He 
wrote  to  his  son  :  '•{[  thou  art  fully  determined  to  leave  the 
society  in  thy  marriage,  which  thou  knows  how  painful  it  is 
to  me,  and  the  re;ison  why  it  is  so,  yet,  as  I  said,  if  thou  art 
determined,  let  it  be  accomplished  in  a  way  as  little  objec- 
tionable as  may   be,   and    with  as   little    piirade,  avoiding  all 
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those  customs  thon  knows  I  have  an  objection  to,  lest  thou 
add  alilictiiius  to  the  trials  of  thy  affectionate  father."  He  re- 
ceived her  with  affection,  and  she  was  his  favorite  daughter- 
in-law.  She  joined  the  society,  her  husband  followed  her 
back,  and  she  became  a  {)uaker  preacher.  After  her  lius- 
band's  death  and  that  of  her  nu^ther-in-law,  she  kept  bouse 
for  her  husband's  father,  (from  1808),  and  opened,  in  an  upper 
story  of  his  residence  in  the  city  of  New  York,  a  small  school 
for  her  own  children  and  his  other  grand-children,  to  which 
ii  few  of  tlie  neighbors'  children  were  admitted.  She  also 
aided  bim  later,  in  the  [''riends'  boarding  school  near  Tough- 
keepsie.  In  1814  she  was  living  on  a  farm  at  New  Hartford, 
near  ITtica,  N.  Y.,  which  she  sold,  and  established  in  the 
town  a  boarding  school,  chielly  from  a  desire  to  aid  friends  to 
whom  her  luune  would  be  of  service.  In  1818  or  181*J,  she 
sohl  half  of  a  tract  of  four  hundred  acres  of  land  which  she 
owned  in  rennsylvania,  near  Lake  Erie,  and  purchased  a  farm 
at  Skaneateles,  to  which  she  removed,  with  her  son  and  only 
surviving  child,  Arthur,  who  lived  seven  years  after  the  death 
of  his  mother.     Died,  April,  18G2,  at  Skaneateles,  N.  Y. 

Robert  Matt,  aon  of  James  Mott,  and  grandson  of  llichbell  Mott, 
was  l)orn  in  lS71,at  New  York;  and  died,  (jf  consnnaptiou,  March  21, 
lb(t.').  Kis  father  was  a  prosperous  merchant  in  tlie  city  of  New  York, 
hut  removed,  in  ITTU,  to  Mamuroueck,  in  the  town  of  New  Eoclieile, 
Long  Island,  llobert  was  a  IhMir  morcUant  on  Pearl  street,  and  after- 
ward Hour  inspector.  Lucretia  (Collin)  Mott,  the  celebrated  Hicksite 
(Quaker  preaclier,  was  his  niece.  Lucretia  died  in  1«l;8,  six  j'ears  after 
Lydia. 
ABUAItAM  ()(;il<^J{  STANSBUKY.  Born,  July  18,  1770,  at 
bliihidelpliia.  Married,  January  17,  1  7;)ti,  Martha  Kerwood, 
of  Wales,  but  tiien  of  Trenton,  N.  J.  Inventor,  teacher,  Bres- 
])yteriau  clergyman.  In  London,  1804-1807.  Steward  of 
the  American  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  D\iml),  Hartford, 
Conn.,  1817-1818;  teacher  in  the  New  York  Institution  for 
tlie  I'Miication  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  1818-1821.  Except 
Mr.  (Jallaudet,  the  lirst  principal  of  any  American  institution 
for  the  deaf.  Died,  April  30,  1829,  without  issue,  at  South 
I'bist,  BiUnani  county,  N.  Y.  An  illustrated  description  of 
his  "inscrutaljK:  lock"  is  found  in  Gregory's  Cyclopedia.  The 
following  mention  of  him  is  made  in  the  first  volume  of  "His- 
tories of  the  American  Schools  for  the  Deaf,  1877-1893." 
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"On   tho  twmtictli  of  May,  1H18,  :\lr.  Altniliaui  O.  ,Staii.sl)iny,  a  '^o.u-

Around  liiui  wclo  groii])e(l  four  young  draf-niutes,  wlio  liad  been 
1-roiight  to  liiiii  that  )iH)i-imig,  and  wliom  he  was  iii  tlie  act  of  teaching 
tiio  letlei's  of  the  manual  alphabet.  'I'liej'  Were  to  liv('  at  lioiiU!  and 
come  h)  iiim  (isery  day.  before  the  (dose  of  the  year  bSHS,  thirty-thi-ee 
pupils  liad  been  gathered,  and  Miss  .Mary  Stimsbury  had  been  engaged 
as  an  adilitional  teacher.  *  *  In  the  spring  of  DSI'J,  Dr.  Akerly,  as 
secretary  of  the  l)oard  of  trustees,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Stansbury  and 
eleven  of  iiis  puiiils,  proceeded  to  Albany,  and  h(dd  an  exliibition 
before  the  Legislature.  ^  *  Mr.  Stans!)ury  departed  fru'  Lurope  in 
May,  Ib'Jl." 

JOSEPH  STANSBUUY.  lioni,  ])ceeml)er  10,  1777,  id  i'liilaclol- 
phia.  Dietl,  Septeinl)er  1,  17U3,  of  yellow  fever,  in  youth,  at 
riiiladelpliia. 

KITTY  STANSBaRY.  Born,  March  t>l),  1780,  at  Philadelphia. 
Died,  Septemher  G,  1780,  at  Philadel})hia,  in  infuiicy. 

ARTHUR  JOSEPH  STANSBURY.  Born,  October  28.  1781,  at 
42  Broad  street,  New  York.  Was  graduated  at  Columbia 
College,  October,  17'J*J.  Married,  August  '3,  1803,  Susanna 
Brown,  of  Boston.  In  his  earlier  years  a  Presbyterian  clergy- 
man, he  was  in  later  life  a  Congressional  reporter,  before  the 
days  of  stenography  and  the  official  printed  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings and  debates.  The  reports  made  b}' him  nro  contained 
in  the  twenty  volumes  of  Gale's  antl  Seaton's  Congressional 
Debates.  Ho  knew  personally  nearly  every  public  man  of  the 
formative  period  of  our  national  life,  and  was  full  of  enter- 
taining reminiscences.  He  was  a  writer  (jf  verse,  a)ul  <an 
ai'tist;  a  litliograi)hic  drawing  nnide  b)'  bim  of  John  (^luiiicy 
Adams,  in  death,  had  an  extensive  sale.  Author  of  "J'llemen- 
tary  Catechism  on  the  Constitution,"  (Postcjn,  1S2S).  He 
was  a  man  of  unciommon  talent,  but  im]iulsive  and  erratic. 
Very  companionable  and  lovable,  with  an  immr;nse  fund  of

ICirk- 
land  founded  "The  Christian  En(|uirer,"  a  weekly  Unitariaii  journal.

Joscjdj, 
the  oldest  sun  of  Samuel,  went  to  i*jn^land,  in  1>S24  or  18'J5, 
to  take  i)oss(;ssion,  hiit  the  ex])enses  connected  with  the  liti- 
gation had  eaii'ii  it  u]i.  He  became  a  naturalized  Dritish 
sal)jcct,  and  for  some  years  resided  in  ilackne}'  ami  supported 
himself  hj' taking  private  i)upils.  Married,  1S35,  in  London, 
England,  Harriet  Greenthorpe  Taylor,  who  died  February  7, 
1S40.  In  IS^B  he  opened  a  boarding-school  for  boys,  whom 
he  prepared  for  the  Tniversitics.  Afarricd,  April  13,  1S41, 
Catherine  So})hia  Taylor,  sister  of  his  deceased  wife.  In  1S51 
he  was  apponited  Secretary  of  the  Marriage  Lawlieform  Asso- 
ciation, a  position  which  he  retained  until  incai)acitated  by 
illness,  compelling  his  resignation  in  1875.  He  removed,  in 
1854,  to  Lampton,  near  Hounslow,  ten  miles  from  London, 
and  in  ISGO  to  Sutton,  where  he  died,  March  3,  1880.  His 
widow  survived  him  ten  years  and  died,  November  3,  1890. 
The  following  notice  of  him  is  abridged  from  a  Ijondon  jour- 
nal : 

"Nearly  tliG  wliole  of  Mr.  Stausljiuy's  i)ul)lic  lift'  was  connected  witli 
tLio  rise  and  jirogress  of  the  AssDciulitiJi  fi)r  the  Anieudnient  of  the 
Marriage  Law  of  England.  What  the  .society  aims  at  is  to  legalize 
marriage  with  a  deceased  wife's  sister.  Mr.  Stansbury  "was  originally  a 
schoolmnster  and  a  minister;  lie  was  also  a  gentleman  of  considerable 
scholastic  attainmcnits;  but  he  gave  the  vigour  and  prime  of  his  life 
to  the  removal  of  a  prohibition  on  juarriage,  which,  from  the  moment 
of  its  enactment  in  1835,  had  evoked  awide-sprcad  jn-otest.  He  elicited 
'  and  pnbli.shed  the  opinions  of  a  large  nnmber  of  eminent  men  against 
the  law,  and  was  instrumental  in  creating  such  a  feeling  in  favor  of  the 
views  he  and  the  society  advocated  as  to  secure  the  passing  of  a  bill 
abrogating  the  ol)noxioii3  restriction  seven  times  throngh  the  House 
of  Commons.  In  1875,  however,  this  bill,  which  had  been  successful 
in  more  tJian  si.vty  divisions  in  the  Connaons,  lUthongh  repeatedly 
thrown  out  l)y  the  Lords,  was  defeated  by  a  small  nnijority.  So  certain 
were  the  members  of  the  society  in  rarliamont  street  of  an  alteration 
being  made  in  the  law,  that  a  testimonial  to  Mr.  Stansbnry  was  under 
consideration,  but  ho  died  without  realizing  the;  fruition  of  his  work. 
He  was  an  upright  man,  indefatigable,  of  .-,oi:ud  judgment,  and  a  letter 
A\i-iter  of  rare  excellence."

At  tlie  Rome  Penitentiary  Congress,  Count  di  Foresta, 
iiii  Italian  senator,  said  of  him  :  "It  is  to  him,  nujro  than  to  any  other 
individual,  that  we  owe  the  initiation  of  the  movement  for  the  re- 
fornutlion  of  prisoners  which  is  tlie  glory  of  the  latter  half  of  tlie 
ninete(!nth  ce-ntiuy."  Died  suddi^ily,  pi'obably  of  angina  pectoris,  at 
Cambridge,  Mass.  Buried  in  Laurel  Hill  Cemeterj',  Philadelphia.  Dr. 
Wines,  in  addition  to  numerous  printed  occasional  reports,  articles, 
pamphlets,  sermons,  and  religious  tractates,  was  the  author  of  "Two 
and  a  Half  Years  in  the  American  Navy,"  2  vols.,  (pui)lished  at  I'hiladel- 
phia,  1832,  uniler  the  title  of  Wines' Journal,  republished  in  England,

ton,"  (Jiostun,  KS:i2);  "Hints  on  I'opular  Juliicuti(jn"  and  "]fo\v  Shall  I 
Govern  :My  School,"  (both  at  Phiiadelpliia,  18  JS,  and  believed  to  have 
beeu  tlie  first  American  books  upon  this  sni>ject);  "lietters  to  School 
Children,"  (Hostou);  "Coninientarj(;s  mt  the  Laws  of  the  Ancient 
Hebrews,"  (New  York,  1852;;  "Tlie  l'ii,s.,ns  and  JUdonnatories  of  the 
I'niled  Slates  and  Canada,"  {18(J7i;  and -State  otri-i.v)Ms  and  Child- 
Saving  Ijistitutions  •J'lu-oughoul  the  World,"  iCand. ridge,  xMass.,  1880).

was  murdered  at  Alton,  111.,  while  defending  the  third  ])ress  which  he 
had  purchased  and  brought  to  that  city  whereon  to  print  a  religious 
])aper  which  should  be  open  to  the  discussion  of  slavery,  along  with 
other  moral  (;vils.  Mv.  Morss,  n native  of  Newbur3'i)ort,  Mass.,  had  been 
sevi'ral  yeairt  in  the  west,  living  mostly  in  Saint  Louis,  where  he  was 
engaged  in  miTcantile  pursuits,  llo.  alterwarils  lived  for  several  years 
in  Washingt(*u,  and  rennjved  thence  to  this  city,  where  he  acted  as 
correspondent  for  several  leading  journals,  and  Avhero  he  witnessed 
and  aided  in  resisting  the  shameful  and  formidaljlo  pro-slaverj'  riots 
of  last  year.  Having  received  the  martyred  Lovejoy  in  his  arms,  when 
he  fell,  pierced  by  the  bullets  of  his  nuu-derers,  he  noted  the  operation 
of  the  same  spirit  in  this  emporium,  where  hundreds  joined  in  the 
chase  of  one  po(n-  frightened  boy,  suspected  of  no  crime  but  the  color 
whieh  God  had  seen  lit  to  give  him.  :\lr.  Morss,  therefore,  though 
dying  in  the  niatnie  i)rime  of  life,  may  be  said  to  have  borne  a  part  in 
tlio  events  whieh  miirked  the  beginning  and  almost  the  close  of  one  of 
the  greatest  moral  -revolutions  wliich  any  age  or  country  has  experi- 
enced."
